OTTR PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Bemarks Suggested by Biihop Scghers' 
Lecture. 



THE CROSS AND THE CRESCENT. 

Nine hundred years have elapsed 
since Constantinople surrendered to 
Mahommed II., and passed, amid the 
groaBB and cries of a host of dying 
children of the Greek Church, beneath 
the rule of the Mussulman. Nine hun- 
dred years is a long time for a quarrel 
to last; but traditional lore has kept 
its fires from going out in the hearts 
of the descendants of Rurik. History 
• records frequent attempts to dislodge 
the Turks by the Russians, and we 
know that Peter the Great, whose 
genius moulded therude, nomadic and 
barbaric people into a nation, enjoined 
on his BUCcesBors the absolute necessi- 
ty of possessing themselves of Con- 
stantinople in order to dominate Eu- 
rope. The. Czar, in the manifesto of 
the 24th inst., claims that in waging 
war he is actuated by a desire to secure 
for the Christian population of Turkey 
protection. His real object is con- 
quest. He covets Constantinople ; and 
although.he'promises that as soon as 
certaifi'l'8t«™»«>^»° *^^he government of 
the Christians have been assured ho 
v»ill retire from the field, , Europe can 
place no dependencei.^on,. therpledge. 
Three years ago he 'sbierahfyvpromis- 
ed Great Britain that after he bad 
punished the Khivans for their ill- 
treatment of Russian subjects he would 
retire. The Russian armies conquered 
Khiva and the country is now part ofthe 
Russian Empire. The political pledges 
of the Czars of Russia have never been 
accepted for much. Treachery and 
aggression have formed the basis of 
every diplomatic controversy they have 
been engaged in. Let them plant their 
feet firmly in the Turkish provinces and 
they will stay there until compelled to 

retire X>J llio uumbinod arnaioo of F.n- 

rope. 

Those who imagine that Turkey will 
fall an easy victim -will soon realize 
their mistake. In the first place, it is 
utterly impossible Tor the contest to 
continue many weeks without drawing 
other nations into it. Austria is alrea- 
dy mobilizing her army; and neither 
Austria nor Germany will quietly allow 
the control of the mouths ofthe Danube 
to pass into the hands of. Russia and 
the Black Sea become; a'' Bussian lake 
without a struggle. The prospects of a 
general European war were never more 
gloomy, and it is sc ircely to be hoped 
that Great Britain will keep out of the 
• fight-for any.^, length of . toe . if, her 
communications with India are threat- 
ened.

ported to tlie House. Wo observe that 
our local contemporary, in a fit of virtu- 
ous indigiiation, protests agoin.st this evi-

protest comes in bad grace from a uews- 
pnper wlioee chief proprietor, (Mr. De-

Editor OotomcT: — Having been 
present at an "Educational lecture" 
recently delivered by Bishop Seghers, 
1 venture to make a few remarks re- 
lative to certain matters discussed by 
his Lordship. The subject was so in- 
teresting aud the Bishop's mode of 
treating so unique, so earnest, so at- 
tractive, and apparently so logical and 
natural as to make me sorry 1 could 
not agree with him in everything. 
"With your permiHsiou, and with all 
due respect to his Ijordship, I will 
now take the liherty of pointing out 
some of the fallacies which, according 
to my light, are involved iu his Lord- 
ship's "pronunciamento." 

Public schools, though now gener- 
ally difi'used on every American and 
European community, are neverthe- 
less of modern growth. Scotland and 
Ireland were the first European coun 
tries which established public schools 
for united or mixed education, based 
on tho principle that the property of 
all should bo liable to taxation for the 
education of all without respect to 
sex, age, or rank. This took place in 
1831, nearly fifty years ago. Since 
then other states have adopted the 
principles of the system with some 
slight additions or modifications. At 
present wo see the system iu successful 
operation from the shores of India to 
the Straits of San Juan de Fuca; and 
even in distant Australia public schools 
are the glory and pride of our kins- 
amrx beneath the Southern cross. Up 
to 1831 the prioat nnd the parson, the 
rabbi and tho mufti had everything 
their own way in educational matters. 
And with what result? Let the stu- 
dent of history answer; let Golliloo, 
Columbus and other sons of light 
come forth and tell us what they think 
of education in the shade of a church 
— a system of instruction under which 
one man in ton conld not write his 
own name. We are inclined to think 
that knowledge and civilization have 
made:more,progress«(lucing^«the fifty 
years which education has been com- 
paratively free from ecclesiastical con- 
trol than they did during the fifty 
centuries of priestly rule and guidance 
immediately picuoding tim pvfisoi»± 
era. Of this let our people judge for 
themselves. 

Dr. Seghers says that "religion must 
occupy the front place" in school. 
May wo ask his Lordship to say what 
religion? — the Jewish, Buddhist, Pres- 
byterian, Methodist, or Roman Catho- 
lic? 'Which? Does the Bishop wish 
to teach that each little sect in a city 
or community should maintain two 
schools — one for boys, one for girls — 
in which its peculiar religious dogmas 
are to ' 'occupy the front place?" or 
would the Bishop have all turn Roman 
Catholics and accept the priest as su- 
preme infallible teacher in science, re- 
ligion and politics? We flatter our 
selves that the good Bishop will see 
that either of these alternatives is ut- 
terly impracticable and that the public 
noD-sectarian platform is the only one 
on whiob .Tire pan.all meet in the free, 
!:»roadand'noble principles olour com- 
mon Obristianity. •• - • 

The Bishop says that all atheists, free- 
thinkers and other diasentors are in favor 
of secular education while the Pope and 
other good men are opposed to it. If 
this be so, it muBt bo referred to one of 
two cases — the free-thinkers, etc., must 
have more trae light than their neigh- 
bors and therefore be more liberal and 
more Cliriatian, or else they have sufB- 
oient good sento to see they could not get 
all men to adopt their ]3articulur views on 
religiun or education and they therefore 
miike a virtue of neceasity, thinking it 
ht tter to share a certain desirable good in 
common with others than that ' all Kl^oold. 
bo debarred from its enjuyment. IJiit we 
(It iiy that all good men are opposed to 
HC'cular education, much Jess to a sound 
public education based on the philanthro- 
pic und Ohrislian virtues auch as our own 
educational ayatem is adapted to give- 
such as it has given in the lands whence 
it came. Our system is. so far as it goes, 
an exact copy of the Ontario system— a 
tiyatem founded and nurtured by the Kev.

Now if mixed education and non-sectarian 
teaching bo an evil, and if all good men 
coiulciai) it, wo would aak Bishop Se- 
ghers how il happens that hia good bro- 
ther of Toronto (Archbishop Lyiich) has 
been identified with it, and a truatee for 
it for more than 20 years ? Is the Arch- 
bishop an Atheist and a bud man ? None' 
who know His Grace will admit this for 
OHO moment. But if his Qraoe of Toron- 
to be right it follows that bis Lordship of 
Victoria must bo wrong. 

Ibhis Lordship have reason to believe 
that o'bv.Bohool text books contain some 
expression* not conceived in a Christian 
spirit, and with a somewhat inimical 
bearing on Catholicism, why, then, does 
he not imitate his good brother of Toron- 
to; HOok a place at our Provincial Bchool 
Board, and aid the friends and guardians 
of education with bin exporieuco, advice, 
and assiatanco in adapting our books »nd 
our system of education to the require- 
ments of our young;:conntry.' , I am sure 
the members of the B'oaird would ho do- 
lighted t ) welcome Dr. Seghers to a regu- 
lar i)l«.co at their Council, with tho use- 
ample of tho Archbishop of Toronto bo- 
foro him, WQ have no doubt- that his la- 
bors would soon be of such a nature as to 
strengthen and extend our public school 
system. Woyot expect to see Dr. Seghers 
the champion of our educational system 
^nataad of it* opponent. >X^( hiu con* in 



with us and help us to mould and fashion 
it to tho requirements of the age, instead 
of tbrowinp; unjust saspicions upon our 
efforts. Ho is too wise, too learned, and 
too shrewd a man not to see that antiquat- 
ed systems with oriental attributes are 
dead for over— thank God. 

With your permission, Mr. Editor, I 
will recur to this subject soon again aad 
in tho meantimo romuin with much con- 
sideration and respect.

Tho powers do not appear dis- 
posed to comply with the Porte's desire 
for an attempt at mediation at St. Peters- 
burg, as tho dispute is not a private one 
between Eussia and Turkey, but a rup- 
ture between Turkey and Europe.

The steamers, 
it is reported, were broujihtback by night. 
The Turkish preparations lor the defense 
of tbo Danube by means of gunboat-*, 
ironclad.a, etc., are foruidable. The Turk- 
ish troops are well armed and clothed 
and are in good spirits, although dysen- 
try has appeared among them,

. Ottawa. April 12.— A deputation con- 
sisting of Mr. Eyan, Dr. Sohultz and Mr. 
Bannatyne, waited on the Premier this 
morning relative to the placing of rails 
the Pembina branch of tha Canada 
Paoiflo railway. Mr. Mackenzie informed 
them that he could not give a decided an- 
swer till he saw tboChief Engineer, which 
woald not be till after the session. 

The Govornment has received a com- 
raunicaiion from the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies relative to the Nova Soo 
tia great seal question. He writes that 
the question was submitted to the law 
officers of tho Crown, who decided that 
the Queen's warrant was merely directo- 
ry, and that non-compliance does notren- 
der tbe old seal illegal or tbe documents 
on which it was used invalid. 

A motion introduced by Mr. Oostigan 
to-day resulted in a long and somewhat 
acrimonious debate. The member for 
Victoria, N.B., claims that O'Donabue, 
who was charged with being a participa- 
tor in the North- West troubles, should 
be permitted to return to the Dominion 
after suffering the same punishment as 
Eiol and Lepine. The motion was neea- 
lived, 60 to 105. 

Halifax, N. S., April 12.— There was 
considerable confusion in the Assembly 
to-day before tho prorogntion. Mr. Wood 
worth moved a resolution that the House 
regretted that tho Government had not 
.•tronuly enough pressed its demand for a 
renewal of the subsidy. The Provincial 
Secretary moved an amendment that the 
Government had used all possible efforts 
for a continuance of the subsidy. 

A telegram from St, Pierre reports a 
great storm there to day. The Vron^i, 
barque Hortense, anrl tUo ling Atlas, wer«- 
«fruQdci.l una became total wrecks. 

Montkeal, April 12.— The Local Legis- 
lature last year imposed a tax on fire in- 
surance companies doing business in this 
Province, and the tax was so obnoxi-us 
that the companies met and by lot cast on 
the Queen's Insurance Companv to test 
the logrtlity of the action of the 'Govern- ; 
ment. It issued throe unstamped policies 
accordingly, and Mr. Angers, io the nume 
of tho Government, brought suit again>t 
the Company to recover tho amount of 
tnese stamps. To doy Mr. Justice Tor- 
rance rendered judgment dismi-sing tho 
aotion. His Lordship in giving jndg 
ment said there conid be no doubt that 
theDominion Parliament wa.-i the supronje 
power in the Dominion, and that the 
powers of Local T,o£j>'-io.tit»oo -rroio Jiiuit- 
eu not only by tho specificaiions contain- 
ed in teotion 92 of the British North 
America Act, but also limited whenever 
they clashed with tbe powers granted 
under section 91 of the same Act to tho 
Dominion Porliament. 

A desperate fight ooonrred in the Ope- 
onge-distribt recently between two men 
named 'Mbnaghan and McDonald. They 
were both drnnk, and the latter received 
a fearful thrashing. His face was horrib- 
ly disfigured, his eyes being completely 
gouged out of their sockets. There be- 
ing no doctor in the district, the unfortu- 
nate fellow was brought to General Hos- 
pital here. One eye had to"; be VemoTed 
immediately and the other will be remov- 
ed on Saturday, thus leaving him blind 
for life. Monaghan has been arrested, and 
is now in Pembroke gaol. 

Hamilton,- April 12 — A young girl 
named McGraw was shot in the forehead 
by a young man who Qred at a dog that 
had bitten him. The girl's ' condition is 
hopeful. 

Miss Johnson, daughter of Mr. Freder- 
ick Johnson, was engaged about tbe 
kitchen stove when her clothes took fire 
and notwithstanding tbe exertions of her 
mother and others she was burnt to death.

A terrible accident has occurred to 
the "Flying Scotchman," one of the 
fastest mail trains in England— the 
other being theHolyhead mail express, 
"Wild Irishman." Early o^ Sunday, 
the 25th ult., the Scotch train being 
twenty minutes behind time, was pass- 
ing Morpeth station at full speed, 
when the engine, on taking a sharp 
curve, suddenly left the rails and 
ploughed up tho rails for sixty yards. 
Thereupon onehaU tho train swept to 
the left and the other half to the right, 
.and one or twp.of the carnages baying 
bverturned, a terrible smash followed. 
The work of extricating the dead an d 
injured from the wreck was a very dif 
fioult one, and when it was completed 
it was found ttot Ave bad been killed 
and many others more or less severely 
injured. The cause of the accident 
has not been ascertained with certain- 
ty. One suggestion is that the engine 
and several of the carriages left tbe 
rails at points leading on to a closely 
adjoining liuei-wbile another is to the 
effect that the bataetiopbe was caused 
by a large open space between two 
rails. The scene is described as ter- 
rible, and the groans of the injured 
heartrending. The following were kill- 
ed; — H. Thorno, jr., Kirkcaldy. Ho 
was a partner in a~ drapery firm, and 
was proceeding to London to purchase 
spring goods. Mr. James Donald, the 
editor of "James' Dictionary" and 
other works, who resided nerr Winch- 
field, Hants. He was retu'ninK from 
Edinburgh where he had benu attend- 
ing his father's funeral. Mr. Cottam, 
son of a proprietor of a pianaforte 
saloon inCockburn street, Edinburgh. 
Ho was on his way to receive instruc- 
tions in pianaforte tuning, with tho 
view of ultimately joining bis father in 
buBinoss, Alexander Malcom, London, 
and Burton, railway guard. 



Clerical DESTrroxiow.— At tbe Bow 
street police court, an applicant, who 
said that h© was the Rev, Peter Henry 
do Low, a clergyman of the Church of 
li^nglaud, applied to Mr. Tiowers for 
an order of admission to St, Giles' 
workhouse. In answer to thequee- 
ions put to him, the applicant said 
that he had applied to tho workhouse, 
and had been refused admission 
although he W88 utterly destitute. Mr. 
1 lowers expressed hie regret and as- 
tomshment that an educated man in 
his alleged position should have to 
mako such an application, and inquir- 
ed when and where ho officiated as a 
c ergyman in holy orders ? Aj^plicant 
stated that he held tho following ap- 
pointments, and subsequently woto • 
them down on a piece of paper:-Ha 
said he had been Rector of Lucking- 
ton, near Hereford; of Millington-en- 
Givendale, and Frid^y-Thorpe, York- 
shire; Incumbent of Waterfoll.Caldon 
near Ashbourne. Mr. Flowers inquired 
how it was possible, if he had fulfilled 
all these offices with credit, he could 
have fallen into so lamentable a posi- 
tion. He replied that he had been 
ruined by limited liability companies 
which had robbed him of all his means, 
and now he could not get any license 
from his bishop in consequenoo of his 
destitute condition, Mr. de Low com- 
plained bitterly of the treatment he 
had experienced at various workhouses 
--and he had considerable experience 
of them in London, Liverpool and 
elsewhere— the officials being appar- 
ently ignorant of tiio respect due to a 
clergyman and a cenflpmnn.
